AMERICAN MARIGOLDS 

(Formerly Known as African Marigolds) 

Nobody knows why Marigolds have been called 
African and French for they are native x^mericans. 
In France the big one (Tagetes erecta) is called 
"The Rose of India." The little one (Tagetes 
patula) that we call French is called "The Carna- 
tion of India." In India the Marigold is called "The 
Good Luck Flower." 

Now we are calling the big one (Tagetes erecta) 
"The American Marigold." Because the word 
French has been most closely associated with the 
Dwarf Small-Flowered Marigold, we still list it as 
French to avoid confusion, although it, too, is a 
native American, 

When Cortez conquered ancient Mexico he 
found Marigolds growing in the gardens there. He 
took seed back to Europe and soon they became 
the favorite flower for the devout to place at the 
altar of the Virgin Mary. Because of this they be- 
came known as Mary's Gold, and then as Marigold. 

Some commercial growers want the Rose to be 
named our National Flower, but the Rose is a 
native of other countries and has an ancient asso- 
ciation with bloodshed. For instance, "The War of 
the Roses.*' And the Rose already is the National 
Flower of England. 

Some Corn growers want the Corn Tassel named 
our National Flower, but this is not a perfect 
flower and is not especially beautiful. 

Marigolds are easy to grow from seed and do 
well in all parts of the United States. The Marigold 
is everybody's flower. It is gay but humble. It has 
no thorns. 

We think the Marigold, the "Flower of Good 
Luck," the "Friendship Flower" should be named 
the American National Flower.

STRAWFLOWERS AND OTHER EVERLASTINGS 

With the exception of Job's Tears, Briza maxima grass and Honesty, the varieties listed on this page are desirable 
for use as fresh cut flowers, and largely grown to dry for winter bouquets. Job's Tears is an annual grass grown for its 
grayish white seeds which are strung as beads. Briza maxima holds its panicles when dried and may be used alone or with 
dried flowers. Gourd fruits, when dried, are used for ornaments. Honesty is prized for its satiny, parchment-like parti- 
tions of the dried seed pods. The. best method to dry the flowers and Briza maxima grass is to cut the material before it 
is fully developed, remove foliage, bunch loosely, and hang head downward in a cool, airy, shady place. The flowers of 
Bells of Ireland (page 14) and Celosia (Cockscomb), page 18, also last a long time if dried as you would everlastings. 
Flowers should be fresh and free from water. Dry them slowly and never over artificial heat.

Hybrid Tomatoes are strong, vigorous growers and have the abil- 
ity to outyield regular varieties, the extra quantities coming, in large 
measure, from the soil. It can be readily understood that because 
Hybrid Tomatoes can produce larger plants and higher yields they 
must be led more than standard tomatoes.
